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SELECTMEN’S FORWARD 


Marlborough, like all N.H. towns, is feeling the effect of reduced State 
service and support in many ways. The State is giving less support for the 
poor and elderly, less service to the library, less funding for highways, and in 
general more dependence upon the local towns to fund a larger share of social 
programs. We have, however, made up much of these financial reductions by 
prudent management and investment of our cash flow and, where in the past 
we have borrowed and paid interest, we now have earned interest in excess of 
$14,000. This is possible because of the semi-annual payment of taxes in June 
and December. 


The Town is very fortunate to have such fine Department Heads, 
employees and volunteers, and we both thank and congratulate them for 
another year of fine performance. By their prudent management we have 
spent $41,445 less than budgeted last March. 


Much of the Selectmen’s time and effort this year has been focused upon 
five major areas; (1) cash management mentioned above, (2) preparations for 
the Sewer Contracts, (3) efforts to reach a viable plan for repairing Main 
Street, (4) planning to establish recycling and a new solution to waste 
disposal, and (5) arrangements for the use of the Minnewawa dam for hydro- 
electric power generation. 


If this may be considered a “State of the Town” message, we report that the 
Town is in excellent shape financially and is on the move toward completion 
of these four outstanding projects to improve our Town and its quality of life. 

We thank all the Townspeople who have been so cooperative during all of 
these activities.

9. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the surplus of $7,666.14 in the 
Marlborough Water Works account to a capital reserve fund for future 
repairs and improvements or to act in any manner relating thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of the 
accumulated income from the Charles C. Ward Town Fund and the Kate 
Reid Town Fund for the repairing and preservation of the Town Clerk’s 
Book, Volume |, covering the years 1776 to 1794, or to act in. any manner 
relating thereto. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend money from State, Federal or other governmental unit 
or a private source which becomes available in RSA 31:95-b, or to act in any 
manner relating thereto.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and 
control program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less 
than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the 
prevention and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is not 
snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written 
permit for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the 
ground is not covered with snow. Each person wishing to have an outside fire 
must obtain this written permit from the town Fire Warden before kindling 
the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is 
violating our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and 
could be fined up to $1,000. and receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is 
raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily 
between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to a safe level between 2:00 
p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that 
are easily ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also 
during this part of the day fire fighters are not readily available in most 
communities so an escaped fire could burn longer and cause greater damage 
before being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly 
appreciated.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


In January of 1983 the Board of Directors of the Frost Free Library made a 
firm decision to keep abreast of the rapid growth in the fields of knowledge 
and communication by purchasing a computer. In December, after months 
of study, discussion and preparation, an Apple II was purchased through the 
New Hampshire State Buy Program, which allows a 25% discount to all 
schools and libraries.

These beautiful 
shelves have made it possible to effectively display our abundant supply of 
magazines and doubled their circulation. 


We wish to thank the Friends of the Library for their continued support 
under the leadership of Susan Holbrook. This year the Friends sponsored the 
Morris Dancers in the spring, the annual summer Book Sale, made purchases 
of books, puzzles and toys and continued to produce the monthly bookmark 
listing activities at the library. They also delivered to shut-ins and baked for 
every and all occasions. We were all shocked and saddened by the loss of 
Ruth Budd, a charter member of the group. 


Other new features at the library this year include an historical picture file 
of Marlborough; a Polaroid Sun Camera which may be checked out for 
patron use and Nurse’s Office hours every Wednesday afternoon from 2-3 
P.M. A slide show of historical homes and businesses in Marlborough is also 
available for groups and classes, upon request. 


The library will continue, in 1984 to sponsor concerts, classes, discussion 
groups, blood pressure clinics, story times, reading clubs and etc. We are 
always looking for townspeople to conduct programs or give classes in their 
skilled areas. Our display cases are available for hobbies, collections and 
topics of interest. 


As a final note the library staff wishes to thank Elizabeth Richards, who 
retired this year as Chairman of the Board of Trustees, for many years of 
dedicated service. It is people of her caliber who have in the past and continue 
today to serve our town so well. The library staff appreciates the dedication of 
Our trustees, the Friends and our patrons.

All agree that the Marlborough Schools have done well this year. Student 
achievement is up, facilities are improved, parents are pleased, teachers are 
encouraged, and it is easy to find good spirit for the school in town. Strong 
local support for public education is paying off, and is benefiting the 
community. 


While some question the product of our nation’s schools, we are seeing 
gains in local student achievement.

Recently the Board and the Marlborough Education Association signed a 
three-year negotiated agreement which will bring our teachers closer to a 
competitive pay level with good schools over the next three years. Realizing 
that our schools will only be as good as the teachers we hire, the board has put 
Marlborough in a better position to recruit and retain strong teachers. 


Your school board has worked hard for you to direct these many 
accomplishments. Long hours, alertness to details, and genuine concern for 
the students of the district describe typical characteristics of this board. It has 
been our pleasure to work with them as they have represented you. 


Special thanks go to the staff, parents, students and community leaders 
who have reached out to us this year with the change in administration. Your 
extra efforts have been greatly appreciated.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


This school year is one of the best ever. Students are applying themselves as 
never before. The school looks well physically. Every possible effort is being 
put forth to continue the progress the school has experienced. Though the 
quality of education is improving the budget remains fiscally conservative. 
The intent is not to add new programs or equipment indiscriminately, but to 
improve what exists and to increase the quality of instruction. 


A number of physical changes have been made. The American Legion 
donated a new flag pole and flag. A new sign adorns the entrance. Railroad 
ties border the lawn, flowers have been planted and every possible attempt is 
being made to grow a lawn in front of the school. 


Marlborough was awarded a grant which, along with school funds, permits 
the creation of a community-school playground. Work started this fall with 
the addition of a hardcourt and paths. In the spring new equipment will be 
installed - new swings, a whirl, benches and a large playground structure. 
This structure has a slide, \climbing apparatus, a clatter bridge, a tire swing 
and many other exciting things. 


For the second year in a row, Marlborough received the highest possible 
rating from the New Hampshire Department of Education. Out of 324 public 
elementary schools only 38 schools received a rating of 1-A. This new status 1s 
a tribute to the community, the school board, and the faculty. Everyone 
should take pride in this accomplishment. 


Marlborough was chosen by Commodore Computer Corporation as an 
Education Resource Center. This honor is unique since we are the only center 
in the state. A number of exciting programs are under way utilizing the 
computer. All students are learning “LOGO”, an interactive program that 
challenges students to use their creative and mathematical abilities. Students 
in grades 4 and up are using a word processing program specifically written 
for students called “Bank Street Writer.” This unique program motivates 
students to write and assists them to become better writers, both 
grammatically and stylistically. 


This is the second year of a new math program called STAMM. Now 
grades K-6 are using this program. Weare seeing the fruits of last year’s labor 
through the increased math ability of students. 


A new health program was instituted this year. This program is 
particularly evident at the junior high level. All junior high students receive 
instruction in such areas of safety, nutrition, drug, alcohol, and tobacco 
abuse. 
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A faculty committee 


reviewing the science curriculum. 


Recommendations are to be made in the spring. Starting in the fall of 1984, a 
number of changes will be implemented. 


In conclusion, this has beena good year at school. The progress can be seen 
through the number of physical changes and improved quality of instruction, 
a year of which we can all be proud.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
OF THE MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL DISTRICT HELD ON 
MARCH 7, 1983 


Meeting called to order at 1937 hours, prevailing time, on March 7, 1983, 
by Moderator Irvin H.Gordon. The moderator read the warrant and 
outlined [the rules under which the meeting would be conducted. 
Introductions of the district administrative staff were made by Mr. Manfredo 
Torelli. Mr. Torelli then read the following resolution and asked that it be 
made a part of the permanent records of the Marlborough School District. 


“I move that the Marlborough School District express its 
gratitude for the services rendered by Joseph A. Puleo, 
school board member since 1979. His untiring dedication 
and professional maturity in dealing with the critical issues 
which confronted us during the past few years will long be 
remembered and deeply appreciated. 


Be it resolved that a copy of this commendation be written 
upon the permanent records of the District as a tribute to 
Mr. Puleo’s devotion to the children of Marlborough. 


The Marlborough School District 
March 7, 1983 


Mr. Puleo responded and expressed his appreciation to the District. The 
moderator then declared the meeting open for action under Article 1. 


Article 1. A motion was introduced by Manfredo Torelli, supported by John 
F. Fletcher, that the sum of $22,000 be appropriated for reconstructing a 
portion of the Marlborough School roof; that to raise this appropriation the 
school board is authorized to borrow $22,000 under the Municipal Finance 
Act; and that the school board be authorized to take all other action necessary 
to carry out this vote. 


The moderator declared the polls open for balloting on this article. After all 
had voted who wished, the polls were closed, the ballots were counted under 
the direction of the moderator and he declared the results of the ballot as 
follows; 


Total number of votes cast 72 
Necessary for approval 48 
Votes in affirmative 62 
Votes in negative 10 


The moderator declared an affirmative vote on the motion. 


A motion was introduced by Manfredo Torelli, supported by John F. 
Fletcher, that in the event that the Marlborough Elementary School property 
is sold in timely fashion and at a price that equals or exceeds the amount 
appropriated hereunder, that the school board be directed to not borrow the 
$22,000 appropriated under Article 1, but rather that funds from the sale of 
the Marlborough Elementary School be appropriated for reconstructing a 
portion of the Marlborough School roof. 


The motion was voted in the affirmative by acclamation. 
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Article 2. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Manfredo 
Torelli, supported by John F. Fletcher, to accept the reports of agents, 
auditors, and committees as published in the Marlborough School District 
Annual Report. 


Article 3. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of John F. Fletcher, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, to authorize the school board to make 
application for and to accept and use in the name of the District, such 
advances, grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational purposes as may now 
or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Government, the State of 
New Hampshire, or any department or agency thereof or any federal, state, or 
private agency. 


Article 4. Voted favorably by acclamation onthe motion of John F. Fletcher, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, to authorize the school board to apply for, 
accept and expend, without further action by the School District Meeting, 
money from the state, federal, or other governmental unit or a private source 
which becomes available during the 1983-1984 school fiscal year provided 
that such expenditure be made for purposes for which a school district may 
appropriate money, and that such expenditure not require the expenditure of 
other school district funds. Further, that the school board shall hold a public 
hearing prior to accepting and spending such money. 


Article 5. Voted favorably by acclamation onthe motion of John F. Fletcher, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, to authorize the Marlborough School Board 
to apply, accept, and expend any funds received from the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation under the Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965 
(Public Law 88-578) and any amendments thereto. 


Article 6. Voted favorably by acclamation onthe motion of John F. Fletcher, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, that we pass over this article. 


Article 7. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Manfredo 
Torelli, supported by John F. Fletcher, that the district raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,000 for the purpose of making energy conservation renovations 
at the Marlborough School. 


Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Manfredo Torelli, 
supported by Joseph Puleo, that in the event that the Marlborough 
Elementary School property is sold in timely fashion and at a price that equals 
or exceeds the sum of money appropriated under Article 1, the sum 
appropriated hereunder, that the school board be directed not to raise the 
sum of $6,000 appropriated hereunder, but rather that funds from the sale of 
the Marlborough Elementary School be appropriated for the making of 
energy conservation renovations at the Marlborough Elementary School. 
Further, that any sum of money remaining from the sale of the Marlborough 
Elementary School property, after the appropriations made therefrom under 
Articles | and 7, be used for renovations and repairs to the building knownas 
the Marlborough High School in keeping with action taken by the 
Marlborough School District on March 2, 1982, under Article 9. 
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Article 8. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Joseph Puleo, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, that the district raise and appropriate the 
sum of $998,675 for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district 
officers and agents, and for payment of statutory obligations of the district. 


Article 9. Voted favorably on the motion of Manfredo Torelli, supported by 
Joseph Puleo, to authorize the school board to take such action on behalf of 
the District as may be required to continue as a party inthe third year ofa suit 
against the State of New Hampshire to provide funds to the school districts 
for the purpose of more nearly equalizing the opportunities for the children to 
receive a basic education. A motion was introduced by RalphA. Pierce close 
debate but was not supported. There was no further discussion and the article 
was voted favorably by acclamation. 


Article 10. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Joseph Puleo, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, that the Marlborough School District 
support the position of the Marlborough School Board regarding the 
distribution of sweepstakes funds according to the original intent of House 
Bill 47 established in 1963. Further, that the Marlborough School District 
support House Bill 228 to re-establish the original intent of this legislation. 


BE IT RESOLVED that this position be communicated to the legislators in 
Concord. 


Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of Edwin Wheeler, supported 
by Ralph A. Pierce, that the meeting be adjourned. The meeting was 
adjourned at 2142 hours on March 7, 1983.
